95-657 BILL NO 1107 - AMENDI NG WCC CHAPTER 110 ( DEVELOPMENT CODE) - SCENI C ROADWAY CORRI DOR STANDARDS

9:30 a.m This was the tinme set in a Notice of Public Hearing, published in the Reno Gazette-Journal on July 3, 1995, to consider
second readi ng and adoption of Bill No. 1107, entitled "An O dinance anmnendi ng Chapter 110 of the Washoe County Code (Devel opnment
Code) to add Article 426, Scenic Roadway Corridor Standards, Article 432, Open Space Standards, and Article 434, Site
Conpatibility, and other matters pertaining thereto." County Manager John Maclntyre noted that, in addition to the publication
over 8,000 property owners were notified by postcard of this hearing in accordance with Board direction. Proof was nade that due
and | egal Notice had been given.

Dean Di ederich, Principal Planner, Departnment of Conprehensive Planning, distributed resident's correspondence received by fax,

di spl ayed | arge maps around the auditorium reviewed background information and the history of the Devel opnment Code, and presented
a viewfoil denmpnstration of the proposed amendnents under consideration explaining each in detail. During his presentation, M.

Di ederich al so answered questions that Board nmenbers had asked at the Caucus neeting.

I n explaining the proposed Sceni c Roadway Corridor Standards as outlined in Article 426, M. Diederich displayed a chart show ng
the segments of Interstate 80 East and West, U.S. 395 North and South, Pyram d Lake Hi ghway, Geiger Grade Road, M. Rose Hi ghway
and State Route 28 that have been designated scenic roadways; and stated that nodifications have been suggested to delete State
Route 28 and the portion of the M. Rose Hi ghway regul ated by the Tahoe Regi onal Pl anni ng Agency (TRPA) because it would create
duplicated regul ations. He stated that a 1500-foot buffer on each side of the road is proposed for all new devel opnent as well as
t he expansion of existing commercial and industrial devel opnment on property adjoining a designated scenic roadway; and that

exi sting residential uses would be exenpt fromthe 1500-foot setback requirenent.

M. Diederich stated that Article 432, Open Space Standards, applies specifically to nmulti-famly and attached housi ng

devel opnents and shoul d nore appropriately be called public space. He then reviewed the Site Conpatibility Standards, Article 434;
not ed Comm ssioner Bradhurst's comment at Caucus that out of 120 conbinati ons shown on the matrix, there are only 39 high
conpatibility's and 81 that are either nmediumor |ow conpatibility; and pointed out that there are a nunber of commercial uses
allowed in residential areas.

Chai rman Shaw expressed concern that the scenic corridor standards established for one roadway nmay not be appropriate for another
and suggested that the studies should be conpleted first. M. Diederich enphasized the inportance of identifying the technique and
conmponents to be used in the scenic corridor study and of having sonmething in place to regul ate devel opnent in these areas,
especially on the M. Rose Hi ghway where devel opnent is occurring very rapidly.

Conmmi ssi oner Moul i ot expressed concern that the North Valleys CAB and residents were not aware of these proposals and that
standards established for the M. Rose corridor are not appropriate for the entire County.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked if the scenic corridors are not covered in the Area Plans. M. Diederich indicated that they are not,
but that amending the area plans woul d be another way of addressing this issue.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst al so expressed concern regardi ng the nunber of | ow and nedium conpatibility's in the Site Conpatibility
matri x and about inplenmentation of these regulations in terns of increased worKkl oad.

M ke Harper, Director of Devel opnent Review, stated that has significant concerns about inplenmenting these provisions and cited

speci fic sections in the proposed ordi nance, noting that under the scenic corridor proposals each use will require a special use
permt, eventually even single famly dwelling units, which will add to the tine required to process applications. He explai ned
that either increasing staff or taking |onger to process applications will be required, as well as the G S data processi ng needs,

whi ch his department does not currently have. In review ng the open space standards, M. Harper stated that he foresees the



possibility of an increase in variance requests which also translates into increased workload; and that as far as site
inconmpatibilities, the G S link would be essential for his staff to be able to assist property owners in devel oping their
property. He further explained that the Design Review Commttee, which is a group of community professionals, is already working
at least five hours a nonth review ng certain devel opnents and providing nmuch free advice to the County; and that this proposed
ordi nance calls for referring several additional itens to this commttee. He suggested Board consideration of that as well

Chai rman Shaw t hen opened the public hearing by calling on anyone wi shing to speak regarding this ordinance.

Jeanne Johnson, representing the M. Rose/ Ceiger Grade Citizen Advisory Board, stated that their CAB is requesting that Article
426, Sceni c Roadway Corridor Standards, be anmended to elimnate areas controlled by TRPA;, and she read into the record a
resolution that the CAB nenbers will be adopting at the July 27, 1995, neeting urging the County Comr ssioners to adopt these
st andar ds.

Art Johnson, representing the Incline Village General |nprovenent District, read into the record a letter fromI|VA D Genera
Manager Patrick Finnigan, urging the Board to consider scenic corridor standards simlar to those used by TRPA. M. Johnson
further stated that as Chief Inspector for I1VA D, these proposed standards would al so have a trenendous inpact on his workl oad.

Loretta Beckman-Carr, Washoe Valley Citizen Advisory Board, stated that they are requesting that this item be continued because
they did not have this information until yesterday and would like the opportunity to notify valley residents and discuss it at
their next neeting to obtain citizen input.

Lee Ednmonson, speaking on behal f of several Verdi residents, urged the Board to adopt the scenic corridor standards, stating that
they would also |like to see mni-markets, casinos, RV parks, etc., prohibited within the corridor; and that they are not sure that
1500 feet is adequate.

Juanita Cox, area resident, stated that there is no CAB for the 1-80 East corridor and that those fol ks have no representati on and
received no notification. She further stated that this 1500-foot setback anpbunts to a property taking and is a class-action
lawsuit waiting to happen.

Tom Pratt, Palomino Valley resident, stated that this is a "broad-brush" approach to establishing scenic corridor standards; that
what is appropriate for the M. Rose H ghway may not be appropriate for the other roads; and that each area should be considered
i ndi vi dual |y.

Alice Trail and her son, John Trail, of Anderson Acres, both spoke at length stating that the proposal is an encroachnent on
personal property rights and expressed frustration that there are already too many rules and regul ati ons.

John Madol e, Associated General Contractors, spoke in opposition to adoption of this ordinance, alluding to over-regulation and
even duplication of regulations by different departnents.

Denni s Cal |l ahan, M. Rose Hi ghway resident, expressed grave concerns that the M. Rose corridor is being devel oped very rapidly
and cautioned that if guidelines are not established very quickly, they will not have a scenic corridor to save. He stated that
while he feels sone of the proposals do seem excessive, regul ations are necessary, and that he hopes the Board has the wi sdomto
achi eve a proper bal ance between the regul ations and the rights of the property owners. M. Callahan also stated that when they
first started tal king about scenic corridors approxi mtely four years ago, they were just tal king about M. Rose; and that it was
never their intention to inpose the restrictions they wanted for the M. Rose Hi ghway on the other corridors.

Robi n Hansen, owner of a 10-acre parcel along Interstate 80 East, stated that alnost all of her parcel is within the 1500-f oot
limtation; and that if these restrictions are inposed, she will not be able to build anything el se on her property. She al so
stated that she was not notified regarding these proceedings.

E.S. Flagg, stated that he owns property that fronts on both old and new U.S. 395 North which he has been trying to develop in



order to attract commercial endeavors that would be appropriate for the area, and that these restrictions will hit himright in
the "breadbasket." He further stated that he feels there are already enough rules and regul ati ons which restrict people from
devel opi ng their |and.

Gene Botts, Black Springs resident, stated that this is a County taking of private |landowners' rights; that what is appropriate
for M. Rose or Verdi is not applicable to the entire County; and that in areas where you can see for five mles, a 1500 foot

vi sual inpact zone is ridiculous. He further stated that this would deval ue the subject properties and asked if anyone has
cal cul ated how much | ess revenue the County could collect on the property taxes if this passes.

Donal d Brown, Palomino Valley resident, stated that he owns 68 acres right along the Pyram d Lake Hi ghway; that he had pl anned to
build a second hone on the property; that he has started an orchard and purchased the necessary water rights for it; and that he
woul d i ke to know whet her he can continue his plans if these regul ations are adopted because the 1500-foot buffer enconpasses his
whol e property. He urged the Board to study this carefully before taking final action.

Ni ck Col onna, local real estate agent, requested that the Board do nore studies on this as each area is different and stated that
he does not believe these regulations will help to acconplish the goals of the community. He further stated that adding nore and
nore regul ations will not further the endeavor of attracting business and industry to the area.

Bruce Bacon, Ceiger Grade area resident, stated that he agrees that this "broad-brush" approach is inappropriate; and, further,
that requiring a special use pernmit for a single fanmly residence is also i nappropriate.

Bob List, Senior Vice President of Boontown, Inc., spoke at |ength regardi ng what they have done at Boontown and their future
expansi on plans, expressed concerns that many of these proposed regulations will affect those plans and they were not fully aware
of what this ordinance entails until a few days ago, and requested that the Board grant additional tine before adopting this

ordi nance so they can study the provisions as they relate to the Boontown operations.

Banbi VanDyke, Wadsworth resident, stated that she lives in the Truckee Canyon Corridor right along the river; that the 1500 feet
woul d enconpass her entire parcel and even go into Storey County on the other side of the river; that the canyon is very narrow,
not even 1500 feet wide, in several places; and that each area has to be | ooked at individually. She al so expressed concern that
the people living in her area were not notified and have not had a chance to be heard until now, and that there are much bi gger
problenms in the canyon that really do relate to the public health, safety and welfare, such as the gravel pits and raw sewage
bei ng dunped into the river, that need to be addressed first.

There being no one el se wi shing to speak, Chairman Shaw cl osed the public hearing.

Chai rman Shaw and Comnmi ssi oner Mouliot expressed concerns about the nunber of affected property owners who stated that they were
not notified of these proposals. Conm ssioner Muliot also requested that in the future these kinds of itens that affect so many
property owners be heard at night neetings. Conm ssioner Bond stated that she feels this needs to be revisited; that there nmust be
a better way to address this; and that it appears that nore |layers of restrictions are being placed on the property owners.

Assi stant District Attorney Madelyn Shipman |eft the neeting and Maureen Gri swold, Deputy District Attorney, arrived.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst asked if the corridor standards could be addressed in the individual area plans. M. Diederich stated that
they could be and that would be one way to individualize the standards to suit the different areas rather than have a generic
county-wi de standard.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst also stated that he feels the study process and conponents need to be reviewed; that he is concerned about



the site conpatibility chart; and suggested that consideration of this proposal be continued for 60 to 90 days. M. Diederich
suggested a workshop with the Pl anning Conm ssion; and Conmm ssioner Bradhurst stated that before that, he would want a thorough
anal yses fromthe staff that will be charged with inplenentation and enforcenent of these provisions as to the inpacts and costs
of inplenmentation.

Conmi ssioner Sinms stated that all the scenic corridors are different and should be viewed individually; and that he is wondering
if there is any way to expedite the process for the M. Rose corridor. M. Diederich outlined a suggested process and stated that
staff can begin the study as soon as the Board deci des on the study conponents.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, on nmotion by Commi ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Comm ssioner Muliot, which notion duly carried,
Chai rman Shaw ordered that:

1. the public hearing on adoption of Bill No. 1107 be continued to the October 10, 1995 neeti ng;

2. staff refer this back to the Planning Comrission with the Board's concerns and conments for their conprehensive review and
reconsi deration;

3. staff provide a report to both the Board and the Pl anni ng Comm ssion on the inpacts of inplenenting the three articles;
4. staff present a resolution containing the scenic corridor study conponents for adoption by the Board within the next 45 days;

5. staff prepare a draft Devel opnent Code Anendnent anending Article 214, Sout hwest Truckee Meadows Area, and Article 204, Forest
Area, to incorporate the scenic roadway corridor standards fromdraft Article 426 into those area plans to be used on the M. Rose
Hi ghway and subnit sane to the M. Rose Geiger Grade CAB, the Sout hwest Truckee Meadows CAB and the Washoe County Pl anni ng

Commi ssion for their review and recommendation to the Board of County Conm ssioners; and

6. staff nmke a very concerted effort to notify all affected property owners, in addition to notifying the Citizen Advisory
Boards, of the future hearings on this proposal, both at the Planning Comr ssion |evel and County Conmi ssion |evel.

95- 658 PARKI NG AVAI LABILITY - SENI OR CI TI ZENS SERVI CE CENTER

County Manager John Maclntyre noted that extensive discussion occurred at the Caucus neeting regarding the parking problens at the
Senior Citizens Service Center during special events at the Livestock Event Center.

Van Sellers, Senior Dance Cl ub nenber, presented a petition with 193 signatures, inploring the Board to designate parking
specifically for use by the senior citizens who frequent the facility at Ninth and Sutro. He stated that the Dance Club has a
dance every Friday night; that whenever there are events at the fairgrounds, parking is a serious problem and that six events
have been schedul ed this year whereby the parking ot is not available to the seniors on those Friday nights.

Al bert MIler, nenber of the Dance Cl ub, displayed a map of the original plans for the senior center and revi ewed the history of
agreenents between the Nevada State Fair and Washoe County concerning use of the parking |ots during special events. He al so
stated that in the past they have used the Sparks Senior Center on those Friday nights when parking was not available in Reno, but
that next year it will cost them $540 to have a dance there, which is nore than they take in on a dance. M. MIler also discussed
t he parking problens that occur on a daily basis due to all the senior citizens utilizing the Center. He requested that the spaces
right in front of the Senior Citizen's Center be designated for use only by seniors using the facility as well as reserving those
spots for the Friday night dances.

Bud Fujii, General Services Director, explained that there are agreenments with the Reno-Sparks Convention and Visitor's Authority
(RSCVA) whereby they do use the parking lots for the Reno Rodeo, the Nevada State Fair, etc.; that the situation has expanded to
the point where he feels the County no | onger has control; and that these agreenents do not expire until 1997.



County Manager John Maclntyre stated that there was an incident about five years ago when the County was being very resistant to
| osing the parking during the rodeo at which time the terns of the original agreenment were forcefully pointed out; and that he
bel i eves a thorough analysis by the District Attorney's office of all the agreements is in order, pointing out that the | atest
agreenent refers back to the other agreenents.

Bill WIlson, Reno resident, stated that the parking has only been a problemthe | ast couple of years and that they used to be able
to park in the lot even during the rodeo and the fair. He also invited Board nenbers to come to one of their dances.

On notion by Conmm ssioner Bond, seconded by Conmi ssioner Bradhurst, which notion duly carried, Chairman Shaw ordered that the
District Attorney's office review all the agreenments with the Nevada State Fair, the RSCVA, etc., relating to use of the parking
facilities at the County Adm nistration Conplex, including the Senior Citizen's Center and provide the Board with an opinion as to
whet her or not the County has the right to reserve parking spaces for the seniors and/or County enployees and to refuse parking
privileges to the special event organizers and users.

95- 659 AGREEMENTS - SALE OF REAL PROPERTY - RENO- SPARKS CONVENTI OV VI SI TORS AUTHORI TY - PARKI NG FOR CONVENTI ON CENTER

In regard to the purchase of three parcels of real property adjacent to the Convention Center for additional parking, Bart
Schouwei l er, Attorney representing the Reno- Sparks Convention/Visitors Authority (RSCVA), reviewed background information and

advi sed that Property Specialists, Inc. was hired by the RSCVA to acquire certain parcels around the Convention Center; that State
statute requires prior approval of the County Commr ssion, of which they were not aware; that the agreenents actually cl osed escrow
before he was advised and he did not have the opportunity to present the agreenents to the Board prior to closings; that he takes
full responsibility for this slipping through without the Board' s prior approval; that he is requesting an order nunc pro tunc, so
that they are not in violation of the statute; and that all acquisitions would be presented to the Board for prior approval in the
future. He noted that NRS244A.627, which requires that all real estate acquired by the RSCVA be approved by the Board, is an
unusual statute that only to Washoe County. A discussion ensued and M. Schouweil er responded to various questions of the Board.

Legal Counsel Shipman returned to the neeting.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst expressed concern that the property sales were approved by the RSCVA Board and that RSCVA staff was
apparently not aware that approval fromthe Board of County Comr ssioners was needed; that he feels the Board should take a hard

|l ook at its responsibilities with regard to the RSCVA debt financing and property ownership, in the very near future, and focus on
some of the other issues of concern, such as the Bowing Stadium etc.; and that the Board should send a nessage to RSCVA staff
and Board of Directors regarding the Comr ssion's concerns about how this unfol ded.

Chai rman Shaw comrented t hat he and Comm ssioner Muliot represent the County on the RSCVA Board and they will meke the
Commi ssion's concerns known to them He stated that there was an assunption by the RSCVA Board that proper procedures had been
foll owed, but apparently sonething fell through the cracks.

Legal Counsel Shiprman stated that the statute in question went into effect in 1969 and Washoe County is the only County that has
this application, and she would be willing to look at the legislative history to determ ne how this devel oped.

On notion by Conm ssioner Bradhurst, seconded by Conmi ssioner Bond, which notion duly carried, it was ordered that agreenents for
Sal e of Real Property between the County of Washoe by and through the Reno-Sparks Convention/Visitors Authority and Channing W
and Martha J. Cathcart, Franklin Donald Cathcart IV (Trustee of the Repro Trust), and Franklin D. and Shirley M Cathcart I11; and
Gary D. and Donna M Kl ef man (Co-Trustees of the Klefnman 1982 Trust), be approved retroactively; that the agreement between Washoe
County and Stanley W and Sharon Yee be approved; and that Chairmn Shaw be aut horized to execute the agreenents.

It was noted that Chairman Shaw and Comri ssioner Muwuliot will express the Board's concerns relative to this issue to the RSCVA
Board at their next neeting; and that the County Comri ssion will discuss its responsibilities in this regard sonetine this sumer.



95-660 M S COVMPUTER SUPPORT ANALYST - DI STRI CT ATTORNEY

John Maclntyre, County Manager, reviewed background information regarding the request of the District Attorney for the position of
Comput er Support Anal yst, and advised that discussion was held regarding this itemat yesterday's caucus. He stated that his
essential feelings about stand al one conputer support personnel in separate County departnents have not changed, but in this
particul ar instance, based upon direct observation of the current situation, he and the other people involved feel that it would
be in the best interest of all concerned to grant the District Attorney's request.

He revi ewed budget issues and discussed the differential between the $40, 354 budgeted for the position in the MS 1995/ 96 budget
and the District Attorney's position cost of $53,354, and stated that staff cannot find any explanation for the differential, but
feels it was probably an inadvertent entry on the part of Finance Division staff.

Chai rman Shaw expressed concern that granting the request would show favoritismand set a precedence; and that he is not
confortable with the different cost ampbunts or this process.

Ron Wbl ff, Director, MS Departnment, responded to questions of the Board and advised that the current situation is not working as
it is very difficult to have multiple supervisors; and that the District Attorney has indicated that he wants absolute and tota
supervi sory control over the individual in this position. He discussed conputer support personnel issues relative to the Sheriff's
O fice, the Departnent of Conprehensive Planning, and the District Court, and advised that the Sheriff's Ofice provides direction
but does not want to supervise their conputer support personnel, and support personnel for the Departnent of Conprehensive

Pl anning is for the Geographic Information System which is a highly specific application requiring specific training.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, Conmi ssioner Sims noved that the transfer of the position of Conputer Support Analyst fromMS to
the Office of the District Attorney be approved; that $40,354 be transferred fromthe MS budget to the District Attorney budget
and the bal ance of $13,242 out of contingency; and that staff advise the Board regarding what capital itenms the $13,242 woul d be
budgeted for. Commi ssi oner Mouliot seconded the notion.

Conmmi ssi oner Bradhurst stated that he would not support the notion as he feels the Board woul d be setting a precedence; that the
i ndi vi dual could be under the District Attorney's supervision with both the District Attorney and the MS Director signing the
claimforns for overtine, sick |leave, vacation, etc., which is not an unusual practice in governnment; and that the Board coul d
mandate that the situation work. He noted that the County will be conducting a study of MS in the near future and this issue
woul d be addressed in that study.

John Hel zer, Assistant District Attorney, responded to issues raised by the Board and advised that the position would be filled as
one of the District Attorney's unclassified positions, which shows a commtnment by their office for the need of that position

that very few departnents in the County woul d have an uncl assified position available and it is unlikely the Board woul d see many
simlar requests; that the current situation has resulted in a chronic problem which has been tine consunmi ng and disruptive to
both the District Attorney's Ofice and MS; and that the work is anticipated to be conplete about Christnas, which is
approximately the tine the original agreenent would be revisited.

On call for the question, Chairman Shaw and Conmi ssi oner Bradhurst voted "no," and the notion carried.

Fol | owi ng di scussi on, upon recommendati on of John Hester, Director, Departnent of Conprehensive Pl anning, on notion by
Commi ssi oner Bond, seconded by Commi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairmn Shaw ordered that recei pt of the Regiona
Wat er Managenent Pl anning Series: Planning System and Dat abase Design report be acknow edged. It was further ordered that staff



comence i nplenmentation of the report recommendations, as outlined in the agenda nmenorandum as avail abl e resources permt.

John Maclntyre, County Manager, reviewed background information and stated that, in his opinion, the Evaluation of the County's
Fiscal Condition and Financial Indicators report is excellent and provides the Board with inportant information with which to view
the County's financial health; that he reconmends that the report be distributed to the Chanber of Commerce, EDAW, and possibly
ot her organi zations in the comunity, as it contains good information they could use in their community service efforts.

Gary Goelitz, Senior Administrative Analyst, and Tyrone Brooks, Public Service Intern V, provided additional information and
responded to questions of the Board. M. Coelitz advised that it is intended that the report will be brought forward on an annua
basi s.

Board menbers commended M. Goelitz and M. Brooks on an excellent report.

Commi ssi oner Bradhurst commented that the docunent is well witten and reflects how the County has noved forward over the years.
He noted that the County's financial well being is good to excellent, and stated that he agrees with the Manager's recommendati on
to provide a copy of the report to various organi zations in Washoe County. He suggested that the organi zations al so be advi sed

that M. Goelitz and M. Brooks would be available to provide a presentation of the report.

Chai rman Shaw read Rule 11, which states "Terns of Service of County Appointees on Boards: Unless there is an unusual circunstance
that would warrant an individual to be reappointed to a third termas a County appointee on a board (e.g., citizen advisory board,
Pl anni ng Conmi ssion, Board of Adjustnent, Board of Health, Airport Authority, etc.), the limt of service is two consecutive
terms. An individual who fills an unexpired termwith 3/4 or nore of that termremining shall be serving a full term"

Conmmi ssi oner Bradhurst commented that previous discussions have indicated that interpretation of "unusual circunstances" is

subj ective and he feels elimnation of the term should be considered. He suggested that if a vacancy occurs on a board and there
is either no applicant or no qualified applicant, the Board may wi sh to ask the person vacating the position to stay on the board.
He stated that he feels it would be very rare that there would be no qualified applicant, but there have been instances where
there were no applicants for board positions.

Chai rman Shaw expressed concern that Comr ssioner Bradhurst's recomrendation mght be too limiting. Comr ssioner Bond stated that
she supports deleting the statenent regardi ng "unusual circunstances." The Board then discussed other possible options.
